The Utah Highway Patrol celebrates its 
50th birthday Saturday, but its origins go 
back even further — to 1923, when two State 
Road Commission engineers policed the 
state's roads on a part-time basis. 

Those engineers, called patrols, carried 
badges and had the power to arrest and hold 
without warrants until warrants could be 
obtained. 


They represented the earliest beginnings ~~ 


respected police organizations. 


The UHP became an official state police — 


agency by a legislative act in 1935. 

The first patrols set many of the high stan- 
dards that are followed even to this day, said 
Trooper Wayne Rider, who has prepared a 
history of the patrol as part of the commem- 
orative events scheduled Saturday, begin- 
ning at 5:45 p.m. in the Little America Hotel.
